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BOARD OF SELECTMEN REPORT 


Webster mourns the passing of two residents who selflessly gave decades 
of their lives to our Town: Pat Inman (1928-2009) and Bob Pearson (1924- 
2010). Pat was a former 4-H leader, cemetery commissioner, supervisor of the 
checklist, and member of the Zoning Board. Bob served as a Selectman, and 
was a Police Officer, Volunteer Fireman, Fire Warden, and member of the 
Planning Board and Old Home Day Association. Their loss is deeply felt. 

This Town report is dedicated to Madeleine Roberts who has served the 
Town as Tax Collector for 35 years. We all thank her for her extraordinary 
dedication and service. 

The Zoning Board of Appeals (ZBA) saw the end of a long legal dispute 
with the campground owners who opposed their decision. The Superior Court 
ruled for the ZBA; the campground owners then appealed to the Supreme 
Court, who upheld the lower Court’s decision and dismissed the appeal. ZBA 
volunteers worked countless hours and endured often unfounded criticism for 
their correct actions, all while constrained by law from response or defense. 
We welcome the Court’s affirmation of the ZBA’s decision, and appreciate 
the dedication of these volunteers for Webster. 

Local, State, and National economies are dealing with financial trouble 
unseen since the Great Depression years, and trouble rolls downhill. Nation- 
wide, people are facing high unemployment, foreclosures are up, food banks 
are helping more people, and taxes and finances have become the very hot 
topic. Webster did not escape a share of the problems. 

The proposed 2009 Town Budget was 2.24% lower than the previous 
year, but at Town Meeting, a motion from the floor to reduce $110,000 (34%) 
of the public safety warrant article was approved by majority vote. The result 
was severe budget cuts to police, fire, ambulance, and emergency manage- 
ment, which was further complicated by limitations of municipal law, person- 
nel privacy, and loud speculation. We extend our deep gratitude to all 
the officials, volunteers, and residents who got the job done within the voter- 
approved budget. 

There were several combined factors that helped us through this difficult 
year. Fire Department calls were down over 24% in 2009, and equipment 
maintenance costs were lower than expected because our Volunteer Firemen 
quietly pitched in with countless hours of maintenance work, in addition to 
their fire and rescue duties. These caring volunteers exemplify the best of 
neighbors, and we sincerely thank each one of them. 

Abundant snows and spring/summer rains resulted in over-budget High- 
way expenditures in the first quarter of 2009. This projected a budget shortfall 
by year end; however, Mother Nature gave us a break by fall/winter, and put 
the Highway’s budget back on track. Keeping our roadways safe and clear is a 
difficult job, and more difficult with limited resources, but our Road Agent 
and crew managed their mission extremely well and with great care and dedi- 
cation. We sincerely thank them all for a job well done. 

Economies were also gained in the executive, administrative, parks, and 
solid waste areas. We appreciate the community spirit and efforts of those 
involved who worked hard to make do with less. 
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With the expert guidance of consultant Don Gross, former Nashua Chief 
of Police, Webster's Police Department has been restructured to maximize 
efficiency and effectiveness at a reasonable taxpayer cost. Priorities have been 
shifted toward community policing, and include standards and policies which 
will be further refined when our new Police Chief takes office before this re- 
port goes to print. We are also pleased that Officer Richard LaValley has re- 
turned to the Department as a full-time police officer. 

Members of the often-forgotten Landfill Committee have been actively 
working with our Hopkinton partners to reduce taxpayer cost and advance 
recycling. In addition, the Webster and Hopkinton Boards of Selectmen have 
been jointly working with an attorney to solve a looming and significant in- 
crease to solid waste disposal costs affecting taxpayers in both communities. 
The situation is evolving as this report goes to press, so the Warrant article 
will be discussed in more detail at Town Meeting. 

The Planning Board and the Conservation Commission continue their 
tireless efforts and on the Town’s behalf we thank them. 

A great many of our neighbors and friends are suffering significant hard- 
ship in the current economy, and no local or national economist is predicting a 
robust improvement in the near future. In this reality, your Selectmen once 
again offer a bare-bones budget that covers our community’s basic needs. 
This budget cannot address other repair and replacement needs, or the deteri- 
oration of our roads and bridges. It is not wise to defer these issues too long, 
for costs to repair are minor compared to replacement costs. It is nearly cer- 
tain that State revenues will continue to be reduced, suspended, or eliminated, 
so we must make careful and informed decisions to maintain our quality of 
life in Webster, and avoid crisis solutions that result in significant debt. This 
will be further discussed at Town Meeting. 

It was an extraordinarily difficult year, but we worked through it all. 
Sometimes there was loud noise, but mostly there was just quiet effort. Unlike 
other towns, States, and the Federal Government, Webster ended the year on 
budget. All of that is thanks to the tireless efforts of your neighbors — the offi- 
cials, volunteers, and residents who worked together to solve great problems. 
Webster is a Town we’re proud to call home.

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POLICE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


The year 2009 was a most unusual and upsetting period for the Webster 
Police Department and the community. A cost-cutting vote at Town Meeting 
resulted in a significant cut to the Police Department Budget and the loss of 
employment of four dedicated personnel. 

Adding to the difficult year was the resignation of Chief Brian Milano in 
October, leaving one Police Officer in the community. An immediate action 
of the Board of Selectmen and support of a concerned community, resulted in 
the hiring of a temporary, retired Police Chief Consultant. As the year came to 
completion, our Police Department now consists of two full-time officers and 
a part-time secretary with the selection of a part-time Chief very near. 

The proposed 2010 budget reflects a 10% reduction from the 2009 
proposed budget and includes uncontrolled increases in services, a needed 
adjustment in the police officers’ pay and funds for a part-time officer and 
call-out overtime. The proposed budget provides a slightly downsized 
Department with the ability to offer similar coverage at reasonable costs in 
difficult economic times. 

The activity level of the Department for the year was unusually low due 
to the manpower change that occurred. Lieutenant Mitchell, who patrolled 
alone for much of the year, gave an above average effort under the 
circumstances. The surrounding police agencies and the State Police as 
expected, gave the usual exceptional support to the Town of Webster in its 
time of transition. 

The tazers mentioned in last year’s report were purchased in 2009; our 
officers have been trained and are currently carrying this equipment. The tazer 
is another exceptional innovation for law enforcement, providing less than 
lethal options to a firearm. It is essential that our officers are trained and 
provided every tool in the use of force continuum. This is an officer and 
public safety issue. 

Our police officers are trained professionals dedicated to community 
service. With the support and cooperation of the community, State Police and 
surrounding Police Agencies, the service you have come to expect will 
continue in the community policing model. It has been my pleasure to work 
with the community and Board of Selectmen while addressing the issues and 
needs of your Police Department. I am confident that with everyone’s support, 
your police officers will make you proud and safe. 

A special thanks to Barbara Corliss whose knowledge and skills were 
invaluable in completing this project.

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FIRE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


In 2009, the total number of emergency responses was down 24% from 
2008. The men and women of the fire department responded to 129 emergen- 
cy calls. The majority of calls remain medical emergencies. The Department 
responded to two significant calls in 2009 as follows: 

On March 21“, the Department responded to a building fire on Battle 
Street. The home was vacant and the fire was started by the property owner 
who wanted to clear the land. This case is still under investigation. Disposal 
of a property requires individuals to follow the proper permit procedures set 
by the Department of Environmental Services (DES) to comply with all State 
laws and Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) guidelines. 

On April 18th, members responded to a call for a canoe accident on Lake 
Winnepocket. Two individuals were rescued from the lake and suffered from 
moderate hypothermia. Unfortunately, one individual drowned during this 
event. None of the individuals were using Personal Flotation Devices (PFDs). 

2009 proved to be a very challenging year due to reductions in the overall 
Town Budget. The Fire Department continued to provide all of its regular 
services under the restrictions of the reduced budget. Much of the vehicle 
maintenance and station maintenance was performed by members of the De- 
partment, resulting in overall savings to the Town. 

On December 31, 2009, I respectfully resigned as Fire Chief due to per- 
sonal reasons. I enjoyed the last three and a half years serving the Town as the 
Fire Chief and am honored to have been in the company of so many willing 
and dedicated members of the Department. Colin Colby is the new Fire Chief 
effective January 1, 2010. 

I would like to thank all the members of the fire department for their de- 
dication and commitment. I would also like to thank the Board of Selectman 
and the citizens of Webster for their continued support.

FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND 
STATE FOREST RANGER 


Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the State of New 
Hampshire Division of Forests & Lands work collaboratively to reduce the 
risk and frequency of wildland fires in New Hampshire. To help us assist you, 
please contact your local Forest Fire Warden or Fire Department to determine 
if a permit is required before doing ANY outside burning. Under State law 
(RSA 227-L:17) a fire permit is required for all outside burning unless the 
ground is completely covered with snow. The New Hampshire Department of 
Environmental Services also prohibits the open burning of household waste. 
Citizens are encouraged to contact the local fire department or DES at 1-800- 
498-6868 or www.des.state.nh.us for more information. Safe open burning 
requires diligence and responsibility. Help us to protect New Hampshire’s 
forest resources. For more information please contact the Division of Forests 
& Lands at (603) 271-2214, or online at www.nhdflorg. 

Spring fire season was unusually short this past year, with wet weather 
beginning the third week in April and lasting virtually all summer long. Con- 
sequently, both the number of fires and the number of acres burned were be- 
low the last five year average. Due to state budget constraints, the staffing of 
our statewide system of 16 fire lookout towers was limited to class III or 
higher fire danger days. Despite the reduction in the number of days staffed, 
our fire lookout towers are credited with keeping most fires small and saving 
several structures this season due to their quick and accurate spotting capabili- 
ties. The towers fire spotting capability was supplemented this year by con- 
tracted aircraft and the Civil Air Patrol when fire danger was especially high. 
Surprisingly, the largest single fire this year occurred in late November during 
an unusual dry spell, in the northern Coos County town of Clarksville. This 
fire burned 17.1 acres and is presumed to have been caused by a careless 
hunter. Many homes in New Hampshire are located in the wildland urban 
interface, which is the area where homes and flammable wildland fuels inter- 
mix. Several of the fires during the 2009 season threatened structures, a con- 
stant reminder that forest fires burn more than just trees. Homeowners should 
take measures to prevent a wildland fire from spreading to their home. Pre- 
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cautions include keeping your roof and gutters clear of leaves and pine 
needles, and maintaining adequate green space around your home free of 
flammable materials. Additional information and homeowner recommenda- 
tions are available at www.tirewise.org. Please help Smokey Bear, your local 
fire department and the state’s Forest Rangers by being fire wise and fire safe!

CAPITAL AREA FIRE COMPACT REPORT 


This report is presented to the Board of Directors of the Capital Area Fire 
Compact as a summary of general activities for the 2009 calendar year. It is 
also forwarded to the Town offices of the Compact’s member communities 
for information and distribution as desired. 

The Compact’s operational area is 711 square miles with a resident popu- 
lation of 125,225. The Equalized Property Valuation is currently listed as over 
thirteen billion dollars. We also provide and receive mutual aid responses with 
communities beyond our member area. 
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The Compact provides 24/7 emergency dispatching service to its twenty 
member communities. This service is delivered by the City of Concord Fire 
Department’s Communications Center utilizing eight shift dispatchers and the 
Dispatch Supervisor. Fire and Emergency Medical dispatched calls totaled 
20,624 in 2009, down slightly from the previous year. We continue to be one 
of the busiest regional dispatch centers in New Hampshire. The detailed activ- 
ity report by community is attached. 

Mutual aid automatic responses are provided from neighboring depart- 
ments based on type of call, geographic proximity, type of hazard, and time of 
day. | 

The Chief Coordinator responded to 161 incidents in 2009, assisted de- 
partments with management functions on major incidents, and participated 
with Chief Officers in mutual aid response planning. He also participated on 
several state and regional committees that affect mutual aid operations. The 
2007 Command Vehicle functions as a Command Post on mutual aid inci- 
dents. 

Firefighter John R. Burton III of Bow resigned as Treasurer of the Com- 
pact early in 2009. John had served as Treasurer for 25 years. Unfortunately, 
John passed away in July. He will be missed by all. 

The current officers of the Compact, elected in January 2009 are: 

President, Chief Ray Fisher, Boscawen 

Vice President, Chief George Ashford, Northwood 
Secretary, Deputy Chief Matthew Hotchkiss, Northwood 
Treasurer, Chief Daniel Andrus, Concord 

We continue to perform an active role in the implementation of the New 
Hampshire Fire Mobilization Plan. This response plan is available to all 
communities and mutual aid systems statewide, or beyond, whenever their 
local resources have been exhausted. 

Homeland Security has provided major funding in support of our com- 
munications systems upgrades. All departments received digital portable and 
mobile radios in recent years. The conversion of our dispatch center console 
to digital capability was completed in June 2009,and digital base stations were 
previously supplied. We have received recent grant approvals to provide mi- 
crowave control of remote radio sites. 

The 2009 Compact operating budget was $932,187. All Compact opera- 
tions, including the Chief Coordinator’s position, office, command vehicle, 
and dispatch services are provided through this budget. Funding is by the 
member communities and based on a combination of property valuations and 
population. 

The Compact Training Committee chaired by Assistant Chief Dick Pis- 
tey, with members Chief Keith Gilbert, Chief Gary Johnson, and Chief Peter 
Angwin assisted all departments in hosting mutual aid training exercises dur- 
ing the year. Mutual aid drills involve several departments and test the system 
capabilities in fire suppression, emergency medical, mass casualty, rescue, 
hazardous materials, incident management, and personnel safety. We thank 
the Training Committee for their continuing support to the Compact. 

The Central New Hampshire HazMat Team, represents 55 communities 
in Capital Area and Lakes Region mutual aid systems and is ready to assist or 
respond to hazardous materials incidents in our combined coverage area. The 
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team is directed by Chief Bill Weinhold with three mobile response units and 
welcomes personnel interested in becoming members. Thanks to the team 
members for their dedication in providing this important emergency service. 

We urge all departments to send representatives to all Compact meetings. 
Your input is needed and your members need to be informed of all Compact 
activities and planning. 

Thanks to all departments for your great cooperation.

ELECTIONS: 2009 was much quieter on the election front than 2008. The 
only election we had was for the Town. All Town-elected officials went un- 
opposed on the ballot, which seemed to reflect on the small voter turnout at 
the polls. The business meeting, on the other hand, turned out to be a very 
long day.

HOURS CHANGE: Effective April 1, 2009, the Town Clerk’s Monday 
hours changed to better accommodate residents. The new hours are Mondays 
9am-lpm and 4pm-8pm; Wednesdays 9am-12pm and lpm-4pm. 


MOTOR VEHICLE ON-LINE: The office celebrated its first anniversary in 
July with the long-awaited connection to the State of New Hampshire for ve- 
hicle registrations. Being an on-line agent enables our office to perform many 
functions formerly handled by the State motor vehicle substations. As well as, 
process State portion of a registration from another town. We can now pro- 
vide the following timesaving and convenient services to our residents: 


Issuing license plates — passenger, vanity/initial, conservation (moose), 
motorcycle, farm, agriculture and trailer, 

New, renewal and transfer registrations up to 26,000 pounds (not appor- 
tioned or semi-trailers), 

Late renewal registrations — up to 12 months after expiration date (not 4- 
digit or commercial plates), 

Early renewal registrations — up to 4 month in advance of expiration date, 
Replacement registrations, decals, and plates

MOTOR VEHICLE RATE CHANGES: The State of New Hampshire in- 
creased the fees on most plate types, vanity plates, certified copies of registra- 
tions and transfer fees. The law was passed in July, however, to allow for the 
computer systems to be updated, the rate increases did not go into effect until 
the first of August. Many residents took advantage of the four-month, early 
renewal option to avoid the increases for one year, anyway. 


NEW STYLE VEHICLE REGISTRATIONS: Residents have also been 
getting used to the new vehicle registrations, which changed from the out- 
dated dot matrix format to laser forms. Both the forms and printers are pro- 
vided by the State. 
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As I become more “settled in” to the position of Town Clerk, I strive to 
improve and extend the services provided to you. I appreciate the support and 
cooperation of the Board of Selectmen, other town officials and personnel and 
the residents of our community.

The above-noted Workforce Housing Act continues to pose a treuble- 
some challenge to the Town. As noted in the 2008 Town Report, the Legisla- 
ture enacted new rules, effective July of 2009, which require towns to allow 
“Workforce Housing” in a majority of areas zoned residential. Included in 
these rules is a requirement that towns allow multi-family rental dwellings of 
at least five units. The multi-family requirement is of special concern for 
Webster since the Town currently prohibits multi-family dwellings except for 
two-unit dwellings by special exception. The Planning Board continues to 
study the entire “Work Force Housing” issue to determine what the Town 
needs to do to comply. The multi-family requirement especially, as drafted by 
the Legislature, leaves many unanswered questions for small towns such as 
the possible lack of adequate fire protection and lack of public water and sew- 
er. During the course of 2010 it may be necessary to propose zoning changes 
to deal with this “Work Force Housing” issue.

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CEMETERY TRUSTEES REPORT 


It is with deep regrets that we have lost one of our trustees. Pat Inman 
passed away October 27, 2009. Pat served for 42 years as a cemetery trustee. 
Her stories and leadership will be deeply missed. 

The summer maintenance was handled by Roberts Landscape and Main- 
tenance. We would like to express our appreciation to Sue and her crew for 
another year of a job well done. 

This year’s major project was to replace the fence at Riverdale Cemetery, 
which was done and will be painted next summer (2010). 

We would also like to remind people about the rules and regulations con- 
cerning the use of the cemeteries: 

e New lots are available at no charge to Webster residents and taxpayers. 
e Non-residents are admitted for burial in existing lots belonging to rela- 
tives at the request of the family, provided there is space available. 
Once a lot is laid out by the Trustees, corner stone markers must be in- 
stalled. Head stones are required to be installed within one year of a buri- 
al. 
e Grave openings and closings are the responsibility of the Trustees; ar- 
rangements for payment must be made by the funeral home in charge or 
in the case of individuals making arrangements for the burial of cremated 
remains without a funeral home in charge. Payments must be made in ad- 
vance of openings. 
Regarding shrubs, plants and flowers, the Trustees require the following 
be observed to help keep maintenance cost down: only annual or cut 
flowers are allowed at grave sites. Shrubs or perennial plants are NOT al- 
lowed. 
e Waterproof vaults are required for the interment of caskets. 
No burial after the ground has frozen or snow cover is on the ground. 
e Please DO NOT throw any trash from the cemetery over the fences, as 
the land over the fence is private property. 
Generally we do not start burials until after May 1°, depending on the 
weather and ground conditions. 
e The cemeteries are closed as of December 1°. Depending on weather 
conditions, they may close earlier. 


Anyone with questions or concerns can contact any Cemetery Trustee or 
the Town Office.

WEBSTER CONSERVATION COMMISSION REPORT 


It was a relatively quiet year for the Commission and it gave us the op- 
portunity to do more outreach. Our goal was to highlight some of the Town’s 
beautiful open space and conservation land. We set out to sponsor four out- 
ings last year, targeting one in each season. Unfortunately, one event was 
rained out but in 2009 — that should not have been a surprise. 

In early March, a group on snowshoes set out for a brisk walk on a bright, 
but chilly, afternoon, to explore the trails behind the Blackwater Dam. Later in 
the month, the Town continued its support of conservation by passing two 
warrant articles sponsored by the WCC. Although administrative in nature, 
the articles were required by statute and allow us to continue to work with 
outside organizations on land protection projects. We are very grateful to 
Webster residents for the passage of both articles. 

Our spring outing in May was led by resident naturalist, Bob Quinn. Bob 
is an experienced birder and trip leader and in three short hours around town, 
we saw or heard over 60 different species. To top it off, at our next WCC 
meeting, Bob presented us with a list of all the birds we had seen. 

In July, an enthusiastic group met on Long Street and put in our canoes 
and kayaks for a leisurely paddle from Beaver Dam Brook south to Walker 
Pond. It was a beautiful summer afternoon and the wet spring left us with 
plenty of water. We were able to explore the brook and pond easily and glide 
over beaver dams with little effort. 

On a beautiful September morning, about a dozen of us took a lovely 
walk around one of Webster’s jewels, Trumbull Pond. Once again, Bob Quinn 
led the walk as we looked at birds, identified mushrooms, trees, plants, and 
some tiny amphibians and looked for signs of wildlife. We are so lucky to be 
working with The Nature Conservancy (TNC) and Ausbon Sargent Land Pre- 
servation Trust (ASLPT) to conserve this special place thanks to the generous 
Courser family who own the undeveloped pond. 

We enjoy working with landowners’ requests for information and per- 
forming site reviews related to erosion or wetlands regulations and some of us 
participated in the Currier and Ives Scenic Byway project. We also received 
more good news from ASLPT and TNC in 2009. There is an opportunity to 
protect a large tract of land on Little Hill. The project, called the “Blackwater 
Connector”, will connect with Knights Meadow Marsh and the Leonard Wild- 
life Management Area forming a protected area of more than 1800 acres. 

We continue to be fortunate to have strong land trust and conservation 
organizations working with willing and generous landowners in our town to 
help to preserve the rural character and country charm of Webster.

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WEBSTER FREE PUBLIC LIBRARY REPORT 


There is a saying that “libraries will get you through times of no money 
better than money will get you through times of no libraries,” and this seemed 
to be especially true of 2009. People who have lived in town for years signed 
up for their first library cards, visits to the library were up, and internet usage 
increased more than 50%. 

The New Hampshire Downloadable Audiobooks program added Mac and 
iPod-compatible books to their collection this year and are looking into the 
feasibility of adding ebooks in 2010. 

For budget reasons, the New Hampshire State Library had to cancel our 
free access to the database Ancestry.com, but does still offer us another ge- 
nealogical database, as well as many other online resources. These may be 
found on our page at the Town’s website www.webster-nh. gov. 

Our summer reading program theme last year was “Summertime...and 
the Reading is Easy!” Next year, join us as we “Make a Splash...Read!” 

Our Book Group finished its thirteenth year. To see what we have read 
check out our web page. New faces are always welcome at our meetings. 

We have been given, by Public Service of NH, two kill-a-watt meters for 
you to use to measure how much energy is used by electric appliances in your 
home. The meters are easy to use and may be checked out for two weeks. This 
is part of the NHsaves program of Public Service of New Hampshire, Natio- 
nalgrid, New Hampshire Electric Co-op and Unitil. 

We added 704 books, audiobooks, and DVDs (many of these donated) to 
our collection in 2009, and removed 267, leaving us with 11,627 materials. 
Thirty-six names were deleted from our patron files, and 82 new patrons were 
added, giving us a total of 536 patrons. There were 2459 visits to the library, 
5706 materials checked out and 562 audiobooks downloaded from the New 
Hampshire Downloadable audiobooks program. We loaned out 485 materials 
to other libraries and borrowed 228, almost double what we borrowed the 
previous year. 

As always, we are so grateful to those who helped out the library during 
the year by their donations of time, money, or materials. This includes, but is 
not limited to those who helped out during the Summer Reading Program, 
Judith O’Donnell for her generous monetary donation, and our Wednesday 
evening volunteers—Nancy Picthall-French, Anne Chandler, and Mary Eva- 
nofski.

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HOPKINTON/WEBSTER MSW FACILITIES REPORT 


It was another busy year at the Hopkinton/Webster Municipal Solid 
Waste Facilities in 2009. Thousands of tons of materials were moved through 
the facilities with an emphasis on proper disposal and recycling. The percen- 
tage of trash recycled increased and the quantity of household trash shipped 
off for disposal decreased for the third straight year. 

Improvements continue to be made to the Construction and Demolition 
Debris recycling program that was implemented in 2007. Overall C&D dis- 
posal was down somewhat due to the recent economic climate but the success 
of the program can still be easily measured. The percentage of materials that 
were recycled as shingles and source separated wood increased from about 
45% to 55%. A modest, but increasing quantity, was salvaged by do-it- 
yourselfers. The cost per ton to ship out collected materials has steadily de- 
creased. The total cost of C&D disposal, including shipping, was $108,000 in 
2006. The comparable costs were less than $50,000 in 2009. 

A couple of hundred tons of leaf and yard waste was composted and a 
few thousands yards of brush from local cleanup were burned. About two 
hundred tons of metals were collected and separated for recovery and recy- 
cling. The year-round Electronics recycling program and the annual House- 
hold Hazardous Waste Collection and Environmental Appreciation Day 
events enjoyed great participation. 

The 2009 budget was under spent considerably, revenues continued to 
increase, and the amount of the budget financed by property taxes in Hopkin- 
ton was down to about 40%. The proposed 2010 budget was lower than 
2007’s despite a 35% increase in trash disposal fees. 

The landfill Committee continues to explore ways to contain costs, in- 
crease revenues, and provide necessary services in a cost effective manner. 
The Boards of Selectmen from Hopkinton and Webster have been actively 
pursuing cheaper alternatives for trash disposal. The Hopkinton/Webster 
MSW Facilities remain committed to providing the communities with envi- 
ronmentally responsible solid waste management programs in a fiscally sound 
manner.

UNH COOPERATIVE EXTENSION — 
MERRIMACK COUNTY REPORT 


For 93 years, UNH Cooperative Extension, the public outreach arm of the 
University of New Hampshire, has engaged New Hampshire residents with a 
broad variety of non-formal educational offerings. One in four Merrimack 
County residents took advantage of at least one Extension program last year. 

We offer programs in parenting, family finances, food safety, home gar- 
dening, 4-H (including clubs, camps, special interest programs and after 
school programs) for children and teens, nutrition education for low-income 
families, and acculturation for refugee families. We respond to the needs of 
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forest landowners, commercial farmers, niche growers, farmers’ markets, and 
many other groups. 

Merrimack County Extension educators also work extensively with towns 
and school districts, organizing and advising after-school programs, helping 
school and town groundskeepers maintain athletic fields, landscaped areas, 
and town forests. We provide guidance to community boards on current use, 
timber tax law, and other land use issues. We also help social service agencies 
plan programs and stay current with the latest research and best practices. 

Our county staff participate — and sometimes take leadership roles — in 
many state and local coalitions, among them the Franklin Asset Building Coa- 
lition, Concord Asset Building Coalition, the Concord Substance Abuse Coa- 
lition, the Timberland Owners Association, N.H. Farm and Forest Exposition 
board, Ausbon Sargent Land Trust outreach committee, N.H. Association for 
Infant Mental Health, the state Marriage and Family Advisory Board, and the 
N.H. Volunteer Administrators Association. 

Merrimack County Extension provides fact-sheet notebooks to all town 
libraries and our educators are often a guest of WTPL Radio (107.7 FM), 
which offers information to residents throughout the station’s listening area. 

UNH Cooperative Extension operates a statewide toll-free Info Line at 
our Family, Home & Garden Education Center, staffed Monday through Fri- 
day, 9:00 a.m. — 2:00 p.m., and 5:00 p.m. to 7:30 p.m. on Wednesday even- 
ings. The number for the Info Line is 1-877-398-4769. Last year, the Info 
Line handled more than 684 requests from Merrimack County residents. 

Finally, UNH Extension trains and supports over 4,300 volunteers: 4-H 
leaders, master gardeners, wildlife coverts, community tree stewards, water 
quality monitors and others, who extend the reach of Extension programs into 
many domains of New Hampshire life. If volunteer opportunities interest you, 
please call Merrimack County Extension Office at 225-5505 or 796-2151, or 
stop by the office at 315 Daniel Webster Highway in Boscawen next to the 
County Nursing Home on Route 3.

VISITING NURSE ASSOCIATION 
OF FRANKLIN REPORT 


The Franklin VNA and Hospice celebrates its 64" year of providing ho- 
mecare services to our neighbors in Franklin, Tilton, Northfield, Hill, Salis- 
bury, Webster and surrounding communities. For the past five years we have 
also provided Hospice care for those needing support at the end of life. It has 
been a privilege to grow along with our communities facing new health care 
challenges, albeit with increasing fiscal constraints. 

The past year has been one of fine tuning our adaptation to the Allscripts 
software for our documentation and billing systems. Several process changes 
were made to improve the ease of use for the clinicians and to ensure that our 
cash flow is even and steady. 

The Hospice Team has strengthened its impact within the community. In 
2008 we served 36 Hospice patients and their families. In 2009 we have cared 
for 38 Hospice patients, including one patient in Webster.

During the past year, we have added Hospice contract agreements with 
the Veteran’s Administration for Home Hospice, with the Newfound Area 
Nursing Agency and with the Peabody Home for the Aged in Franklin. Each 
of these agreements gives the citizens of our communities a choice in who 
provides Hospice care to them when they are most in need. 

As we anticipate 2010, we know that we will also be required to contract 
with an outside vendor to implement a Home Health Patient Satisfaction Sur- 
vey designed by the Centers for Medicaid and Medicare Services. The survey 
tool is a lengthy, detailed questionnaire which will be sent to the vendor for 
tabulation. The results will be posted on the Home Care Compare website. 
This will be an additional cost to the agency. 

The impact of proposed changes within the health care delivery system 
will certainly be felt in home care. Several of the cuts to the Medicare budget 
are directly related to home care and to the Hospice benefit. These will com- 
pound the already reduced reimbursement we are receiving as a result of cuts 
made annually since 2006 which have reduced Medicare revenue overall by 
11%. Some of the changes under discussion in Washington may result in fur- 
ther cuts for 2010. We have had to examine every opportunity to conserve our 
resources as well as to increase our services to offset the already dras- 
tic ramifications of these cuts. Our staff has worked very hard and creatively 
to respond to the need for caring for more patients, ensuring that we can main- 
tain a viable and healthy home care agency. We are very grateful to each of 
them for their caring hearts and for the quality of care they provide for our 
patients every day.

The 2009 Soccer season continued with the 5th summer of hosting the 
British Challenger Soccer Camp from August 3-7th. We had 32 children par- 
ticipate in the camp this year ranging from our youngest players (ages 4-5 yrs. 
- old-Mini-soccer) to the Advanced Camp for 12-15 yrs. old. They also learned 
about England from the two coaches we hosted from the United Kingdom.

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HISTORY COMMITTEE REPORT 


After 25 years of keeping Webster’s residents aware of the past years 
happenings in the Town Report, we are saddened by the passing of our ener- 
getic, knowledgeable, reporter “Pat” Inman on October 27, 2009. 

The Daniel Webster Grange hosted the Town Warrant and Budget discus- 
sion held on Tuesday, February 10" at 7p.m. Voting for Town Officers was 
Tuesday, March 10" from 10a.m. until 7p.m. 

Annual meetings held were: 


Merrimack Valley School District Meeting: March 5" at 7p.m. — voting 
held prior at 6p.m. Budget of $34,822,906 was set. 

Pillsbury Lake District held their annual meeting March 1 1% 

Town Meeting Day took place Saturday, March 14" with a budget 
passed of $1,493,650. 


The Tax rate was set at $17.42 per thousand, breaking down to: $3.71 
town portion, $9.03 MVSD, $2.28 State Education and $2.40 for Merrimack 
County. Residents of Pillsbury Lake paid an additional $2.52 per thousand. 

The year 2009 was a year of hardship for many people — i.e. job loss, 
unemployment as high as 7.2% in N.H., home foreclosures and turmoil re- 
garding health insurance. Costs rose in all areas, wages were frozen, interest 
levels were down and stocks dramatically declined. Webster escaped none of 
this. 

An approval to cut $110,000 in spending came during discussion of the 
Public Safety Article #21 at the Annual Business Meeting. It was to be spread 
throughout all Departments. It resulted in a reduction primarily in the Police 
Force from five officers to one officer. This included the resignation of Chief 
Brian Milano on October 12". Because of this decrease, a group of informed 
citizens evolved into the CCW (Concerned Citizens of Webster). This group 
obtained over 400 residential signatures of additional concerned citizens. The 
Selectmen hired a consultant, Donald Gross (a former Nashua Police Chief), 
to explore the needs of the Town’s Police Department. The part-time secretary 
returned after being laid-off. Some resolution came at the December 14" Se- 
lectmen’s Meeting. A “Conditional Offer of Employment” was offered to 
Richard LaValley (formerly a Webster part-time Officer). He accepted as 
part-time Officer (working and training with Lieutenant Philip Mitchell) until 
becoming full-time the second week of January 2010. 

Merrimack Valley High School earned a special environmental designa- 
tion to be certified as the first school building in the state for Collaborative 
High Performance in Schools (CHPS). In addition MVHS won an $86,000 
grant for the connection of the Superintendent’s building to the wood chip 
facility. Both are a part of “going green”. 

The Blackwater River Bridge on Rte. 127, was named in honor of Sar- 
geant William J. Tracy Jr.,a MVHS Webster graduate. Senator Harold Jane- 
way sponsored the bill to achieve this. Sargeant Tracy was killed on February 
25, 2003 in Kuwait. The war in Iraq still continues going on 7 years. 

Webster’s Saturday night suppers benefiting the Church, Grange and 
Women’s Union were again held in July and August. 
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Terry Ohlson-Martin and Dorothy Haskins headed the 58" year of the 
Church Booth at the Hopkinton Fair. Thanks to all who participated in making 
it another successful year. 

Fifth grade Webster Elementary students were co-sponsored by the Da- 
niel Webster Grange preparing a turkey dinner to help defray the cost of their 
Ferry Beach Ecology School trip in June. 

All WES students observed Memorial Day on Friday, May 30", an event 
sponsored by and at the Old Meeting House. The school children provided a 
special program. 

“Pennies from Heaven Farm” (owned by Dot Haskins) held Barn, Yard 
and Food sales on June 6" and October 3" and 4" to benefit the First Congre- 
gational Church of Webster 

A well-attended Reunion/Revival Dance was held the afternoon of Satur- 
day, August 15", with square dances, polkas, waltzes and fox trots of the late 
40’s and 50’s. 

The JKS Cold Brook Campground, LLC, property closed and was sold at 
a foreclosure sale on October 9, 2009. This came about in part due to many 
problems related to Zoning violations. They were the fourth largest taxpayer 
in Town. 

Winter was white, spring was miserably wet and summer — what sum- 
mer? With so much rain and cool temperatures, crops failed and tomato 
blight was rampant. ©

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BUSINESS MEETING WAS HELD AT THE TOWN HALL ON 
SATURDAY, MARCH 14, 2009 AT 10:00 A.M. 
TO ACT UPON THE FOLLOWING SUBJECTS 


Moderator Harold Janeway called the Annual Town Meeting to order at 
10:05 A.M. on March 14, 2009. He then invited Clarence Jeffrey to lead the 
Townspeople in the Pledge of Allegience. 

Moderator Janeway spoke fondly of former Town Clerk Barbara 
Hochrein and asked for a moment of silence in her honor. 

Results of Tuesday’s Election were read by Moderator Janeway. 

Harold Janeway remarked as a State Senator on the State Budget. The 
budget was making its way through the House and then on to the Senate and 
should be decided by the end of June. The State revenue sources are declining, 
putting considerable pressure on the State’s Budget. Revenue Sharing for 
Rooms & Meals Tax was slated to be removed from the State Budget for each 
town but was added back in after information about the Federal Stimulus 
Package was received. 

Selectman David Klumb summarized the Town’s Budget noting it was 
kept at or below last year’s figures. He stressed concerns of reduced revenues 
in Town, as well as revenue sources from the State, and advised that “if you 
make a budget cut, it can dramatically affect the quality of life in Webster.” 
He spoke about HB 426, a change in the formulation of the State Property Tax 
Rate. If this HB passed, the State’s contribution to Webster would likely go 
down. 

Lynnmarie Lehmann asked the Selectmen to clarify the impact HB 426 
would have on Webster. Selectman Klumb said it was a school tax funding 
issue and would decrease our contribution to the State Broad-based Real Es- 
tate Tax. Moderator Janeway added that it was intended to shift some of the 
tax burden from the homeowner to the commercial property owners and 
second home owners. 

Bob Drown, Sr. asked what were the amount of taxes that were outstand- 
ing in the Town and how much that differed from last year. Selectman Klumb 
responded that it was within $10,000 from 2007-2008. 

Moderator Janeway announced the availability of snacks at the back of 
the hall. He then introduced Peg Foss, Director of the Webster Food Pantry. 
She gave a presentation on the food pantry, which has been housed in the Pa- 
rish house of the First Congregational Church of Webster for the passed 20 
years with no overhead costs thanks in part to the Church’s generosity. The 
number of families the food pantry is helping is steadily growing and the 
space needs remodeling. This will come at no cost to the Taxpayers as all as- 
pects of the remodel (design, labor and materials) are being donated or paid 
through a Trust Fund and many more donations to be raised over the next sev- 
eral months. She thanked the many organizations and others that have already 
donated to the project and announced that a 50/50 raffle was being held at the 
back of the room today, with the winner to be drawn today. The hope is to 
break ground for this project in the summer of 2009. 
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Moderator Janeway advised that he reordered the Warrant Articles begin- 
ning with Articles 16-21.

Chairman Hashem referred everyone to page 13 of the Warrant Ar- 
ticles and explained that it has remained level-funded with the exception 
of the Welfare line. It is anticipated there will be an increase to the wel- 
fare needs of the Townspeople given the economic times. 

Moderator Janeway asked if there were questions, hearing none he 
called for a vote. 

Bob Pearson, III requested to make a motion at this time. Moderator 
Janeway asked if it was relevant to Article 16. Someone advised that 
there was already a motion and second on the floor. Mr. Pearson re- 
quested to make the motion and if ruled out of order by the Moderator, he 
would sit down. He made a motion to cut the overall Budget by 10% 
($160,365) and leave it to the discretion of the Selectmen as to where the 
cuts were to come from. Moderator Janeway advised that he didn’t think 
the budget could be worked that way and would have to research the le- 
gality of the motion with the “book” and how the motion might be legally 
made. Lynnmarie Lehmann mentioned there was a statute that allowed 
the Public to reduce or increase the budget by 10%. David Batchelder 
challenged the statement saying that Webster was not a Municipal Budget 
Act Town and they could vote to increase/decrease by any amount. 

The meeting was recessed at 10:40 am to review the legality of the 
proposed amendment. The meeting resumed at 11:20 am. Moderator Ja- 
neway advised that the delay was to be sure that whatever action taken 
was legal and met requirements. Chairman Hashem explained that the 
motion made by Mr. Pearson to cut $160,365 to decrease the budget must 
come from Articles 16-21; which equated to an 11.25% cut in the operat- 
ing budget, with the Townspeople cutting each line item by a percentage 
or the Townspeople could pick one Article and reduce it by a specific 
amount. He advised that the Board would still have work to do on the 
budget. Selectman Mullins suggested not to use any Article that had 
“strings attached”. It would be preferable to pick one that was purely an 
operating budget. Moderator Janeway asked for discussion on Mr. Pear- 
son’s motion. Chairman Hashem noted that if the motion passed, the 
Board would ultimately have to decide where the cuts would come from. 
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Moderator Janeway again advised that a vote would have to be made on 
each Article before cuts could be made and that no Article had yet been 
acted upon. There was much discussion on the affect Mr. Pearson’s cut 
would have on the tax rate. Moderator Janeway again advised that each 
Article needed to be voted upon. Robert Lake again advised that there 
was a motion on the floor to move the original Article. Moderator Jane- 
way respectfully requested that Mr. Pearson withdraw his motion to re- 
duce the overall budget by $160,365. Mr. Pearson again offered to res- 
tate the motion to reduce the overall Budget by 10%. Moderator Janeway 
said that rewording it did not work and overruled Mr. Pearson’s motion. 

Comments continued with Jamie Dow trying to explain the process 
that would be taken by DRA regardless of the action of the Townspeople 
if all was not done properly. Article 16 was reread as written by Modera- 
tor Janeway. 

Tracy Balch made the motion to amend the Article by 10%. Select- 
men Hashem commented that it should be reduced by 11.25% to meet the 
dollar amount that was proposed. Tracy withdrew the motion and made 
the motion to amend the article to reduce it by 11.25%, a total of 
$48,663. Seconded. Much discussion followed including but not limited to 
the following residents: Sally Becker, Kristen DiCicco, Lynnmarie Leh- 
mann, Jamie Dow, MJ Turcotte and Bob Drown, Sr. Moderator Janeway 
then offered the Selectmen a chance to comment. Selectman Klumb ad- 
dressed the question of why many of the Articles were not listed as “Rec- 
ommended by the Selectmen”. DRA reviewed the 2009 Warrant and ad- 
vised that it was mandatory to remove the recommendation from those 
particular Articles unless the Town had previously adopted RSA 32:5 V- 
a, which the Town had not. Selectman Mullins recommended that the to- 
tal amount to be reduced would be better served if it came from one Ar- 
ticle, as there are some Articles too small to reduce by that amount. Dis- 
cussion continued as to where best the funds could come from and how.

Tracy 
Balch questioned what the Ambulance line item was for and whether or 
not Webster’s ambulance transports. Fire Chief Adam Pouliot responded 
that the appropriation was for contract services with the Town of 
Hopkinton, noting that Webster can and does transport sometimes. Paula 
Fanjoy noted that the Fire Department always needs new members and 
asked folks to consider joining. Police Chief Brian Milano commented 
that the Town will not receive 24 hour coverage with this reduction, 
explaining how the cut might affect coverage by his Department.

Moderator Janeway recognized Sheriff Scott Hilliard, noting that 
as a non-resident he could only speak if the Townspeople allowed him to 
do so. Allowed Yes — 93 No — 72. Sheriff Hilliard, noted that he was the 
County Sheriff and dispatched for about 13 towns, which State Police 
cover for all at times. He noted that State Police do a great job, but 
response times can be extreme and the crime rates will be greater with 
the decrease in the economy. Sheriff Hilliard complimented Chief Milano 
on doing a good job and wanted to remind the Townspeople that as 
County Sheriff he can’t provide a patrol service. Selectman Mullins 
thanked Sheriff Hilliard for his input and again reminded folks that “we 
are not talking specifically about a cut to the Police Department” but a 
general cut to the budget. Many more comments were made by the 
Townspeople and the Board.

TOTAL ARTICLE 2 $131,300.00 
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Discussion centered on Lake De-weeding cost and turned to a general discus- 
sion of year to year budgeting and surpluses. A motion from the floor “to_al- 
locate $13,200.00 from the 2008 General Fund Balance (surplus) to offset 
the cost of the De-weeding” was passed by the majority of Community 
Members. There was also discussion of property maintenance, audit expense 
and system maintenance expense leading to no modifications to those items. 
Article#2 with conditional amendment was passed. 


Ballots for Article #1 


Twenty Seven paper ballots were cast and the Community elected: 
Commissioner for a term of one year, Dave Klumb 

Moderator for a term of one year, Tom Wolklin 

Clerk for a term of one year, Dick Brown 

Write-in votes for Treasurer resulted in a tie between Pam Mack and M.J. 
Turcotte and the Moderator called for a second ballot in which M.J. Turcotte 


was elected as Treasurer for one year. 


Article #3 Dam Repair, Recommended by the District Commissioners 

To see if the District will raise and appropriate the sum of $37,100.00 for 
a Bond Payment in January 2010. This payment consists of $18,100.00 
Principal and $19,000.00 Interest. This article is non-expiring through 
December 31, 2010. $27,100 of this amount will come from fund balance 
(surplus) and $10,000 will come from the Town of Webster. Should Web- 
ster not pass their article the $10,000 will come from taxation. 


The majority of attending members passed this article and Commissioner 
Klumb urged all Pillsbury Lake Village District residents to attend the Town 
meeting on Saturday Mar. 14, 2009 to vote for the Town warrant article to 
provide financial assistance for our dam repair. 


Article #4 Water Filtration System, Recommended by the District Com- 
missioners 

To see if the District will raise and appropriate the sum of $28,113.42 for 
a Bond Payment in April 2009. This payment consists of $18,192.00 Prin- 
cipal and $9,921.42 Interest. 


The majority of attending members passed this article. There was a motion 
from the floor modifying the Article to raise the funds for this item only from 
water system customers. This motion did not pass. 


Article #5 Emergency Trust Fund, Recommended by the District Com- 
missioners 

To see if the District will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$8,000.00 for deposit to the Emergency Trust Fund which was established 
on March 14, 2007. The purpose of this fund is to be used for related 
Pillsbury Lake Village District business. The Commissioners are given 
authority to act as agents to expend from this fund. 


The majority of attending members amended this to read the sum_ of 
$1,000.00 and then the article was passed. 
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Article #6 Other Business 


Moderator Wolklin who also chairs the Pillsbury Lake Village District Plan- 
ning Committee distributed a copy of the Committee Interim Summary Re- 
port. This interim report on the Community history, governance and water 
system will be completed during the coming year. Tom also asked for com- 
munity volunteers to staff the committee as membership has fallen to five 
members. 


The meeting was adjourned at 09:15 pm.

PILLSBURY LAKE PLANNING COMMITTEE REPORT 
EXECUTIVE SUMMARY 


At the 2008 Village Meeting, the Pillsbury Lake Planning Committee was 
established to examine the issues within the community and to recommend to 
the Commissioners actions that may be taken. Among the items discussed 
were: how the community has evolved since it was established in 1965; the 
three layers of governance; land use; the water system’s operation and main- 
tenance; the future of the water system; the budget, revenue sources, expendi- 
tures, assets and additional resources for the district; possible dissolution of 
the district; recreational resources; and community spirit. 

History: The committee outlined the general history of the District from 
its formation as a land development project through its transformation to a 
village district responsible for managing a water system, maintaining a lake 
and dam and offering recreational facilities for the community. 

Governance: The committee outlined the three local organizational struc- 
tures responsible for governing the district, including the Town of Webster, 
which provides roads, police and fire protection and other services. We also 
reviewed the responsibilities of the Pillsbury Lake Village District and 
Pillsbury Lake Management, a corporation. The committee recommends the 
following: 

e The District should meet with Management to address any issues re- 
garding transfer of the Club House to District ownership. This may 
resolve some of the taxation of the property. Issues to be resolved in- 
clude the handling of the club house well and renting the clubhouse. 

e The District should evaluate merging Management into the district. 
Issues include: 

o Establishing a building & zoning committee 

o Re-promulgating the Easements & Restrictions 

o Possible savings in legal fees due to increased authority of 
the district as a municipality 

e The Village District and Management, if retained, should continue to 
work with the Town of Webster to strengthen the relationship be- 
tween the Town and the District. 
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Land Use: The district is a separate map of properties within the Town of 
Webster that included approximately 400 quarter acre lots surrounding a lake 
of approximately 80 acres. Subsequent to the original development plat, many 
of the lots have been combined. About 193 houses have been built and we 
estimate that 40 lots still have building potential. The committee recommends: 

e That the current growth limits be retained. 

e That the District should take an accurate inventory of the lots that 
currently are undeveloped and determine the number of lots that are 
buildable. 

Water System: The water system consists of 4 main wells, storage tanks 

and a treatment plant plus a distribution system consisting of approximately 7 
miles of water mains, most of which are 2 inch pipe: The present condition of 
the supply system is good, but the distribution system is still weak. Recent 
improvements have provided both for better water quality and more reliable 
water pressure. Water meters are currently being installed to facilitate water 
conservation and enable the district to qualify for future grants. The commit- 
tee recommends the following: 

e Pillsbury Lake could benefit from increasing the number of water us- 
ers on the system, thereby distributing the costs of the water system 
amongst a greater number of users. 

e The District should work to remove the restrictions on adding new 
users as a priority. 

e The District should require any new construction to be connected to 
the system. 

e Current residents with private wells choosing to connect to the water 
system should be offered incentives in the form of substantially re- 
duced connection fees. 

e The current land use restrictions on new construction should limit the 
pace of additions to the system to assure that the systems can handle 
the usage. It is anticipated that new users will not add an excessive 
burden for at least 5 years. 

e The District should monitor water usage for at least the first six 
months after installation of the water meters and base fees upon 
measured usage. It is anticipated that water users will be able to mon- 
itor their usage and reduce overall demand on the system. 

The committee also examined alternatives to the water system. Currently, 
it is managed by Commissioners with limited contracting for specialized ser- 
vices. The committee recommends: 

e That the Village retains ownership of the water system. 

e That when resources are available, management of the system be re- 

tained by the District Commissioners. 

e That District personnel handle operation of the system. 

e In the event that district personnel cannot manage operation of the 
system, a single contractor under the supervision of the District 
commissioners should handle full operation of both the supply and 
the distribution components. 

e That adequate reserve funds be set aside to handle contingencies. If 
such funds become depleted, it should be a priority to rebuild the 
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funds with annual contributions not to exceed 10% of the annual 

overall budget for the district. 
Finance: The committee looked at the budget, expenditures and revenue 
sources for the District. We found that in contrast to years prior to 2007, the 
current funding of the water system is supported almost entirely from fees 
collected from waters users. Tax revenues provide the balance of funds to 
cover District expenses not related to the water system. Such other expenses 
relate primarily to costs of repairing the dam and maintaining weed control 
within the lake. The committee recommends the following: 

e Water usage revenue, including any special fees paid exclusively by 
households on the water system, should be sufficient to cover the 
great majority, if not all, of the water system specific expenses, pro- 
vided it does not put an undue burden on the individual households 
on the system. There might be times when there are extenuating cir- 
cumstances when this will not be possible. 

e Continue to monitor the source of expenses and revenues and ensure 
the source of funding is equitable. 

e Limited harvesting of timber in the Hunting Preserve should be used 
as an emergency funding source only and that such harvesting should 
be managed in such a way as to preserve the aesthetic of the preserve 
as well as its ecology. 

e Based on the information currently available, the hydro plant concept 
does not appear to be feasible. 

Dissolution of the District: The committee examined the community senti- 
ment regarding dissolution of the district and found that there appears to be 
limited benefit and excessive risk in such an action. The committee recom- 
mends: 

e Dizissolution of the Village District is not in the best interest of the 
community. The cost of the water system improvements would re- 
main the obligation of all property owners within current district 
boundaries and would not be changed for non-water system users in 
the near term. The current distribution of water fees and taxation ap- 
pears to be in line with the costs of the water system and therefore 
does not directly impact taxes to non-water system users. Dissolving 
the Village District would also require seeking an alternative to the 
current public (Village) ownership of the water system and other as- 
sets of the community. The Committee feels that the community will 
be better served by keeping the Village District intact, provided the 
Commissioners implement and adhere to the other recommendations 
in this report. 

Parks, Recreation and other Facilities: The committee found that the recr- 
eational facilities improve the quality of life within the district. We recom- 
mend: 

e Continue to maintain the lake, dam, playground and basketball court. 

e Look into developing a public beach area. 

e Consider creating hiking trails in the Hunting Preserve. 

e Look into ways of keeping the lake fish stocks adequate. 
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e Consider involving local community service organizations, such as 
the Boy Scouts, Girl Scouts, and 4-H Club, to assist with creating 
new and maintaining the existing recreational areas. 

Community Spirit: The committee found that a major factor in maintaining 
the community spirit within Pillsbury Lake has resided with Pillsbury Lake 
Management. We found that many of their recent activities have worked to 
build a better community. We recommend: 

e In the event that Pillsbury Lake Management is retained, its primary 
function should be creating and maintaining community spirit. If 
Pillsbury Lake Management is merged into the District under the 
control of the Commissioners, the Commissioners should appoint a 
community spirit committee and provide for funding of such activi- 
ties. 

The committee thanks the District Commissioners, members of the Pillsbury 
Lake Management Board of Directors and members of the community in pro- 
viding support to the Planning Committee in this work.
